SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication is a DVD version of a title previously examined and classified by the 
Office of Film and Literature Classification as a 35 mm film (OFLC Publication Ref. 
724). In that format American Psycho was classified as "Objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years", and assigned the descriptive note "Contains violence, offensive language and 
sex scenes". The classifbation of the film was registered on 26 May 2000. 

The content of the feature in 35 mm film format and in the DVD version is identical. 

The DVD contains a number of additional moving image components, including a 
trailer for the feature, various notices, a short feature on the making of the film, and an 
interview with the actor who plays the central character. There are also screens giving 
information in text form about the film and its cast and crew members. These additional 
components do not affect the classification given to the 35mm film.
